No SC(A)-2(244)/57.— In th»lr letter No 6S(6)TR/58 dated the 15th January, 19o8 
Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry requested the Tariff Com- 
mission to examine the rehfescntation of the Mysore Iron and Steel Works Bhadravati 
regarding the fixation of separate conversion charges and retention prices for the 1/4" rods 
m coils pioduccd by them from purchased billets in their Strip and Rod Mill Government 
also requested the Tariff Commission that in lecommending the retention price it should 
pay due regard to the overall cost of production 111 other sections of the works The Tariff 
Commission haring londucled its enquiry have submitted its Report Their main recom 
mendations are — 


(1) Fail) steps should be taken to re assess the capacity of the Strip and Rod Mill; 

!’) Adjustments for the conversion costs of 1/4" rods arising out of excess realisations 
111 those of hoops should remain operative only >0 long as the prices of baling 
hoops remain at the present controlled levels 
(3) The conveision charges for 1/4" rods in coils should take effecL from 1st Apill, 
1950 The conversion charges payable to the Works for 1/4" rods in coils produced 
111 Iheit Ship and Rod Mill should be as given below —
